Public hearing 


Upland City Council will hold public hearings to consider a home for men- 
tally retarded teenagers, a trap and skeet gun club, and five zone changes 7 
p.m. Monday. The residential care home for 17 mentally retarded teenagers 
would be located on two lots at the northwest ocrner of Euclid Avenue and 
Ninth Street. The trap and skeet gun club is proposed for 4.5 acres northeast 
of 20th Street and Euclid Avenue. Proposed zone changes include: 

—Zone change from agricultural to single-family residential with 
minimum lot size of 7,500 square feet for 14.5 acres southeast of 14th Street 
and Benson Avenue. 

—Zone change from agricultural to single-family residential with 
minimum lot size of 7,500 square feet for 4.8 acres southeast of 15th Street 
and Benson Avenue. 

—Zone change from agricultural to single-family residential with 
minimum lot size of 10,000 square feet for 10.8 acres northwest of San An- 
tonio Avenue and 20th Street. . 

—Zone change from agricultural to single-family residential with a 
minimum lot size of 15,000 square feet for 10 acres northeast of Euclid 
Avenue and 19th Street. 

—Prezone change from low-density residential to single-family residen- 
tial with minimum lot size of 10,000 square feet for 10.4 acres in unincor- 
porated territory northwest of Wilson Avenue and 16th Street. The zoning 
would become effective when the area is annexed by Upland.

Asphalt plant proposal 


The San Bernardino County Board of Supervisors is expected to decide the 
future of a proposed asphalt plant in the San Antonio Wash northwest of 
Upland at the regular supervisors’ meeting 3 p.m. Monday. The supervisors 
heard testimony from both supporters and opponents March 1. Additional 
testimony will not be taken Monday, but the supervisors will accept letters 
and other written materials prior to Monday’s session. Upland City Council 
and Planning Co sission have opposed the asphalt plant as incompatible 
with proposed res -ntial areas east of the site. The county Planning Com- 
mission recommended approval of the asphalt plant because the operation 
will improve the site’s ultmate use for flood control. 


General Plan map 


The Upland Planning Department has two new items to help citizens and 
developers. An updated General Plan map shows land uses planned for each 
area of the city. Existing, acquired and proposed public facilities such as 
schools, parks and fire stations are marked ont he map. Other information 
includes traffic signations and a schools, parks and recreation plan. Hous- 
ing, scenic routes, and seismic and public safety information is also 
available. The updated General Plan map costs $2. The Pianning Depart- 
ment also has a new Planning Process Guide, designed to inform citizens 
abvut Planning Commission procedures. The guide includes a diagram 
showing how an item is handled from initiation by an individual through 
final action by the Planning Commission or City Council.

Upland $120,000 yearly as well as 
solving problems concerning the 
dump site and equipment. 

The committee also 
recommended refuse rates be 
lowered by 10 per cent if the city 
contracts with C.V. Disposal 
Service Inc. of Santa Fe, which 
submitted the lowest bid of seven 
companies. 

If the city receives revenues 
above the cost of administering the 
contract, the additional revenue 
should be reserved to offset a future 
rate increase, according to the 
committee report. 

Upland City Council referred the 
issue of refuse collection to the 
Mayor’s Advisory Council in 
September when city staff indicated 
refuse collection would become 
increasingly costly and difficult. 

The major problem facing the city 
is a disposal site since Upland’s 
present site will be filled in three 
years and use of alternate sites 
‘‘will be very expensive,’’ according 
to a city staff report. 

Purchase of a new 30-acre site 
would cost $325,000. The site would 
have to be approved by the 
California state Water Quality 
Control Board so the refuse disposal 
would not contaminate underground 
water tables. Water basin testing 
could cost up to $10,000-$15,000. 

The city would have to purchase a 
new electric digger in order to 
continue municipal refuse 
collection, according to the report 
which notes that equipment prices 
have increased 25 per cent per year 
and fuel costs have doubled in the 
last five years. 

The advantages of contracting 
with a private company include 
lowering Upland’s cost and passing 
the problem of a disposal site to the 
private contractor, who would not 
be allowed to use Upland’s present 
disposal site. 


In council’s most unusual troop 





A change to private collection 
would be practically irrevocable 
because Upland would sell its 
equipment to the private company, 
according to City Manager Lee 
Travers. 

Upland’s potential problems in 
changing from public to private 
collection would be ‘‘more than 
offset’ by the economic advantage 
and the private company’s offer to 
employ Upland’s 18 refuse. 
collection employes, according to 
Sherwood. 

Cities which contract disposal 
from C. V. Disposal ‘‘are very 
favorably impressed’’ with the- 
service C. V. Disposal provides, 
according to a staff report. 

The cities reported citizen 
complaints were few and based 
mostly on citizens not following city 
refuse collection rules. Rate 
increase requests by C. V. Disposal 
have not been frequent or excessive, 
according to the cities. 

“While it is by no means clear 
that rates will remain stable under 
the private contractor, the evidence 
trom the cities contacted has 
indicated that the rate increases 
requested have been quite 
reasonable in light of the escalating” 
costs of business everywhere,” city 
staff reported. 


C. V. Disposal facilities are ‘quite 
clean in nature and not especially 
noisy or obnoxious,’ according to 
the city staff report which also 
noted C. V. Disposal equipment is 
well maintained, properly painted, 
and does not appear to violate anti- 
air and noise pollution 
requirements. 


Upland’s present employes will 
have been offered employment with 
C. V. Disposal when it takes over 
Upland’s refuse collection, but there 
is no guarantee of continued 
employment, the staff report said. 


Girl Scouts active despite handicaps

Girls from throughout the West 
End belong to the Spanish Trails 
Girl Scout Council's most unusual 
troop — multilevel Troop 1188, 
based at Cypress Orthopedic School. 

The 10 girls are probably the most 
active troop in the council, 
according to leader Sue Laspesa of 
Montclair. ‘Our girls are fantastic 
and willing to try anything in spite 
of handicaps that range from 
moderate to severe,” she noted. 

The troop, which includes 6-15 
year olds, sold an average of 29 
calendars per member — more than 
any other troop — in the December 
calendar sale, Mrs. Laspesa said. 

Leading the multilevel group is a 
pioneering experience for Mrs. 
Laspesa and assistants Pat Koranda 
of Montclair and Judy Copeland of 
Fontana. 

Although the troop includes a 
nine-year age span, the biggest 
problem is gearing activities to 
meet each girl’s skill level, Mrs. 
Laspesa said noting the girls all 
have physical disabilities. 

A couple of girls who have only 
limited use of their hands need help 
in completing a project but they 
have the imagination to know how 
they want the project done and to 
choose their own colors and 
materials, she said. 

The wide age span also makes 
planning more difficult for the 
troop. Mrs. Laspesa said it is 
difficult to find a project that 
interests the Junior Scouts but is 
easy enough for the youngest 
Brownies. 

Often she solves the problem by 
giving the Juniors extra 
responsibility or a more involved 
part of the craft project. 

Cadette Troop 1129 from 
Montclair also assists with the 
troop, Mrs. Laspesa said and added 
the relationship is a ‘‘great 
experience’’ for both troops. 

The Cadettes learn to work with 
girls who are both younger and 
handicapped and the Brownies and 
Juniors have a chance to see what

older scouts are like and to see what 
they are working toward. 

‘‘They're probably the only 
Brownies arotind who realize 
they’re part of Girl Scouting,’ Mrs. 
Laspesa said noting most Brownies 
tend to identify only with Brownies. 

The troop also attends many 
neighborhood and councilwide 
activities so the girls have more 
experiences and meet other 
Brownies. 

Mrs. Koranda said the girls’ 
participation in a Brownie Playday 
was “hard at first because some 
girls stared but after a while they 
were all talking and playing 
together.” 

The troop goes out into public as 
much as possible ‘‘to make people 
realize they won’t let their problems 
beat them,”’ she added. “It takes 
more time and effort, but they can 
do anything that any other kid can 
and they’re entitled to it.”’ 

Major projects during the last few 
months have been preparing for the 
councilwide Heritage Fair March 6. 
The troop made crepe paper flowers

to decorate their fair booth. Other 
highlights of the booth are an 
artificial campfire to gather around 
for songs and bulletin board displays 
of troop activities. 

The scouts have also been busy 
earning their Spirit of 76 patches 
commemorating the Bicentennial. 
They wrote to Betty Ford and 
received a ‘‘lovely letter and 
photograph”’ to fulfill the ‘‘famous 
woman” part of the patch. 


They also visited the San 
Bernardino County Museum and 
worked on a Bicentennial quilt.

Charles J. Booth, who died on Feb. 29 at the age of 91. 
will be missed at Chaffey College Founders’ Day, March 
pd 

Mr. Booth, director of the college when he retired in 
1954, helped put this Founders’ Day and many previous 
such events together, according to a college spokesman. 

A West End educator for 41 years, Mr. Booth lived to 
be the only person who could speak for the private 
Chaffey College established in 1883 and the one 

reincarnated”’ as a public institution in 1916 

A month or so before his death, Mr. Booth was 
gratified to hear that an alumni group plans to present to 
the college a portrait of the late Dr. Merton E. Hill at the 
next Founders’ Day luncheon. Dr. Hill was the first chief 
administrative officer of the 1916 college. To this man, 
Mr. Booth gave full credit for the remarkable record 
that the school achieved in those early years. 

Both Dr. Hill and Mr. Booth were 1908 graduates — Dr 
‘Hill from Pomona College and Mr. Booth from the 

<Xiniversity of California (Berkeley). Dr. Hill became 
principal of the newly organized Chaffey Union High 
© Schoo! in 1911 and Mr. Booth joined the faculty there two 
=“years later. Another nonagenarian, Uplander Wiley 
Wells Mather taught at the high school from the start and 
continued teaching at the college 
Mr. Booth recalled with special affection the disabled 
® yeterans of World War |. He believed Chaffey was the 
“first coilege to receive such students, for whom federal 
funds were made available. These men scored a 
“scholastic record so exceptional that it was an eye 
¢ opener to educators. In 1921, 17 of the 25 students elected 
to the honor society were service men. One was Robert 
=-+ Bob) Hutchinson of Covina, now a member of the Board 
of Trustees of Mt. San Antonio College

Mr. Booth held three titles at the college — student 
advisor, dean and ultimately director. He came at a time 
when he could be a link also with the original Chaffey 
through his friendship with several members of the Class 
of 1895. Of the 14 graduates of that year (seven men and 
seven women), five of the class were later to make 
‘“‘Who’s Who in America,” according to Mr. Booth. 

One was Dr. Tully C. Knowles who became president 
of the College of the Pacific in 1919. Dr. Knowles 
received four degrees from the University of Southern 
California. As Mr. Booth described him, Dr. Knowles 
“picked up the College of the Pacific and moved it to 
Stockton.’ Dr. Knowles married Emily Wailline of 
Ontario 

Another in ‘‘Who’s Who” was Dr. Herbert Ingram 
Priestley, with graduate degrees from the University of 
Southern California and the University of California 
(Berkeley). After teaching history at U.C.. Dr. Priestley 
became curator of the famous Bancroft Library on the 
Berkeley campus. 

The third graduate who achieved such recognition was 
Dr. Josiah Sibley with degrees from Pomona College and 
Yale. A well-known Presbyterian minister, he served 
churches in Azusa, Long Beach, Knoxville, San 
Francisco, Chicago and Memphis. Dr. Sibley married a 
sister of the late Thompson Webb of Webb School, 
Claremont 

Mr. Booth was close to Dr. Clarence Gaines Toland 
who became famous in the medical field for his thyroid 
surgery techniques. This physician was called upon to 
perform an operation on Mr. Booth’s wife. 

The fifth in ‘‘Who’s Who”’ was Robert Evans Snodgrass 
who left Chaffey to finish at Stanford and teach at 
Washington State College. 






Charles J. Booth, pioneer educator at Chaffey 
College, spent part of his later years tending his 
garden on the grounds of Claremont Manor. Mr. 
Booth, a link between the college’s early years 
and its present, died Feb. 29 at the age of 91. He 
taught at both Chaffey College and High School,

QUESTION: What should we look for when purchasing 
a home? A.C.C, 


ANSWER: Check the lot to see that it has proper 
drainage, that home is on sewer and that you have off 
street parking. If a garage has been converted into a 
room of some sort, you must have off street parking, 
such as another garage or carport. If there have been any 
additions, alterations and patios, check with the Building 
Department to see if a permit has been issued. This is a 
must for additions, alterations and patios. Check the 
electrical panel to see if it is of sufficient size. Check 
roof covering to see what condition it is in and check 
ceilings for signs of roof leakage. Also, it may be well to 
check the relief valve on the water heater, heating and 
air conditioning systems. 


QUESTION: Does the city conduct tours of City Hall 
for school children?

SECTION 1. Sub-section 
9800.17(C) (1) is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

(1) G 11 — All swimming pools 
shall be entirely enclosed by 
buildings, or by fences, or walls not 
less than five (5) nor more than six 
(6) feet in height. All such 
enclosures shall be so constructed 
as to prohibit the penetration of a 
solid object which measures four 
inches in its lease dimension. Hotels 
and motels offering a swimming 
pool as an accommodation to their 
guests shall be exempt from the

Chaffey to honor li 


Two Ontarians will be 
featured in the Chaffey 
College Founders’ Day 
Convocation at 11 a.m., 
March 12, in the little 
theater. 

Named Citizen of the 
Year on the college’s 93rd 
anniversary will be Alberta 
Schaefer, secretary- 
treasurer of the Chaffey 
Historical Society. She 
served 44 years as key 
staffer at the Ontario 
Public Library. 


The Founders’ Day 
speaker will be George W. 
Vinnedge, West End 
attorney and member of the 
Board of Trustees here 
from July 1, 1963, to June 
30, 1971. The title of his 
address will be ‘‘Chaffey’s 


Colors — Red, White and 
Gray.” 

Both the Citizen of the 
Year and the speaker are 
Chaffey College graduates. 
Their respective classes are 
those of 1927 and 1947. 

In her role wit the 
Historical Society, Miss 
Schaefer is the prime 
gatherer and organizer of 
the Chaffey archives. These 
memorabilia are centered 
at the Rex W. Wignall 
Museum-Gallery where 
Miss Schaefer puts in much 
of her time. 

Happily sorting out 
documents and photos, Miss 
Schaefer is convinced that 
her severance as librarian, 
Dec. 1, 1972, marked a 
continuation rather than a 
retirement. 





‘I’m doing what I’ve done 
most of my life,”’ she said. 

During her salaried 
period, Miss Schaefer set up 
the Old Colony Room at the 
library, an invaluable 
resource for such local 
historians as Esther 
Boulton Black, Class of 
1922. The Old Colony Room 
is a treasure trove of 
California and literature 
and pictures relating to the 
West End past.

Another of her library 
achievements was the 


institution of a service for 
the bed-ridden. She talked 
the Ontario Lions Club into 
donating a loan-out 
projector that casts 
enlarged printed pages on 
ceiling or wall. The unit 
enables a helpless shut-in to 
read a book. 

To aid students in their 
class projects, she provded 
an ample supply of extra 
picture magazines and a 
cutout table in a special 
quarter of the library. 
“This facility also earned 
its keep as insurance 
against mutilation of our 
current publications,”’ the 
former head librarian 
observed. 


When the library was 
located at Euclid Avenue 
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brarian 


and D Street (it’s now on C 
near Lemon Street), Miss 
Schaefer came through with 
still another service. The 
old location was a 
crossroads for foot traffic. 
So she placed a message 
book at the main desk. Here 
persons passing through 
could write notes to one 
another. 

Miss Schaefer is a charter 
member of the Ontario 
chapter of Soroptimist 
International. She is 
secretary of the Chaffey

A Woman Ought to Know 


Few women apprentices 


Dear Anita, 
I've been seeing 
newspaper stories 


constantly about women 
carpenters, women 
plumbers, women 
electricians, women 
telephone. pole climbers, 
and so on. Yet today I read 
an article on apprentices, 
and it said that there are 
hardly any women. That 
doesn’t make sense. What's 
the explanation? 
S.H., San Francisco 


Dear S.H., 

You are right. The stories 
and statistics don’t appear 
to match. What you must 
remember is that a woman 
plumber is a news story, 
and it is her very 
uniqueness that makes her 
newsworthy. But it is easy 
to gather the impression 
that there are many women 
in these jobs. The statistics, 


however, 
isn't so. 

The route into jobs in 
construction, crafts, etc., is 
apprenticeship, and very 
few women have been able 
to find placement. 
California has the largest 
number of apprentices in 
the nation, more than 
36,000. Of that large total, 
our most recent figures 
show that only 312 are 
women. That is less than 1 
per cent.

However, some positive 
change appears to be on the 
horizon. On Jan. 30, in Los 
Angeles, the California 
Apprenticeship Council 
voted to amend that 
California Plan, and require 
goals and timetables for 
placing women in 
apprenticeships. It will-take 
some time, of course, to 
prepare the data necessary 


for establishing reasonable 
goals and timetables. 
Interest, proportionate 
presence in the population, 
and other factors must be 
taken into account. 


Women’s groups, city and 
county commissions on the 
status of women, and the 
California Commission on 
the Status of Women all 
worked toward amendment 
of the California Plan. Now 
the next step is to gather 
good information and 
statistics on women 
employed in various crafts 
occupations, as well as good 
information on applicants 
for apprenticeships.

I would not like to become a 
burden on the state in my 
old age. Can you give me 
some constructive advice 
on what to do? 


R.K., Torrance 
Dear R.K., 
First of all, 


congratulations to you and 
your husband on your 
upcoming silver 
anniversary. 

Next, a few suggestions. 
Even though you and your 
husband are probably a long 
way from retirement age, 
the two of you should 
examine carefully all the 
provisions of Social 
Security coverage, if you 
have it, and any additional 
pension or retirement plans 
which your husband may 
have. Both of you should 
understand exactly what 
coverage the two of you will 
be able to count on in the 
future. There may be 
options and choices you will 
be called upon to make; you 
both need to know what the 
implications may be. 

Another suggestion that 
is related to your concern 
about not having a trade: 
don’t discount for a minute 
all the skills you've 
developed during 25 years 
as a full-time homemaker. 
You've learned budgeting, 
purchasing, nutrition, and 
food preparation, to name 
only a few from a long list. 
Why don’t you visit your 
nearest community college, 
and talk to the counselors 
there? They may be able to 
help you plan some brush- 
up courses that will build on 
skills you already have to 





develop a ‘‘marketable 
trade.”’ 

Many of California’s 
community colleges have 
special programs for the re- 
entry woman, the woman 
like yourself who is past the 
most traditional college 
age, and has been working 
inside the home. If your 
local community college 
has such a program, give it 
a try. You'll enjoy sharing 
your interests and concerns 
with other women and 
you'll learn a great deal 
about possibilities that exist 
for you in your own com- 
munity.

than 50 cents for every 
dollar men take home. 
How can this be, you ask?
